DINNER WITH TURKISH GRANDEES, &C. 
{tis not ofien that the stranger in Turkey 
has an opportunity of witnessing the interior 
of ‘a Turkish family, and it was therefore 
with mingled feelings of pleasure and curiosity 
that we accepted an invitation to dine with 
the Reishman Bey, one of the chief officers 
about the court of Constantinople. He is the 
naval commander of the port, and his rank 
is that of admiral in the wavy. Jn company 
with two of our countrymen, we presented 
* qurselves at his palace at six in the evening, 
and wore introduced between two long lines 
of richly dzessed domestics into the reception- 
room, where his excellency awaited our ar. 
rival. - The room was hung around with pic- 
tures of horses, battles, and,among others,the 
portrait of the Empress of Russia. ‘The men- 
tion of pictures reminds us that none are more 
frequent in ‘Torkey than those vile-colored 
Freach prints emblematical of the four quar- 
ters of the globe. In these, of course, America 
seures with her feathers, bow, and quiver ; 
and hence, the idea has been adopted that we 
as Americans must neccessarily wear these 
ornaments and arms. A friend who has just 
returned from Russia informs me,that at Mos- 
cow, he was asked in a large circle, where he 
was introduced as an Ameriean, to put on his 
real dress, and to appear there next evening 
with his paint, feathers, and arrows. 

Among the novelties in the apartment, 
which our host appeared to regard with com- 
placency, was an English oil-cloth in lieu of 
the mats which are universally used. Chairs 
too were placed in various parts of the room. 
As soon as the customary civiliies had been 
exchanged,the pipe and coffee followed. The 
pipes were magnificent, and of the real diplo- 
matic size, being at least six feet in length.— 
We have already alluded to Turkish coffee, 
whieh has been alternately vilified and com- 
mended. It is exceedingly strong and is 
served up with the grounds without sugar or 
cream. An English traveller (Sandys) about 
a century ago, after minutely deseribing the 
Turkish process for making what po most 
unorthographically spells coffa gravely inquir-' 
os ‘Wherher it be oct thee rae brothe which 
was in use among the Laceda#morians.’ With 
regard to the Turkish coffee it may be said, 
that after some time it becomes palatable, and 
when used in small quantities, and for the 
same purpose that it is employed here, it is an 
agreeable and refreshing beverage. The 
Turks never use it asa meal, but simply to 
sweeten their mouths after smoking. ‘Taken 
in this way, it is far better than our weak in- 
fusion, which, by courtesy alone,has obtained 
the name of coffee. After some conversation 
with our host,who speaks a little Italian, we 
were ushered into the next room where we 
found the divner served up in as handsome 
style as it has ever been our lot to witness in 
Euzope or America. The knives, forks,and 
plates were of English manufacture, and of 
the most eostily kind ; the table was set off 
by cut glass of exquisite workmanship, rench 
wines of the most delicate flavor made their 
appearauce, and in short, nothing was want- 
ing to satisfy even the fastidiousness of an 
English exclusive. We should hardly have 
sup ourselves in Turkey,had it not been 
for the venerable beards of some of our 
neighbors, and the armed and scarlet-dressed 
attendants who stood behind our chairs. 

We took our seats without any. ceremony 
or prearranged order, and after a preliminary 
whet with rakee as an appetizer, proceeded 
to do justice to the good things before us.— 
Soup, fish, roasted turkeys, joints of meat,&e. 
were severally introduced and discussed in 
the most orthodox and unexceptionable or- 
der. It was not until we had made a hearty 
meal, that we were apprised that our labors 
had only begun. According to the custom of 
the country, there were only some thirty or 
forty dishes in reserve, all of which must at 
least be tasted, in order to do honor to our 
host. It was a practical illustration of the old 
saw, ‘to kill with kindness,’ but as there was 
no escape, we braced ourselves for the task. 
‘The same savage custo:n prevails in some re- 
mote parts of our own country, we regret to 
say, and under even a more horrid shape.— 
We still remember with loathing and disgust 
an occasion of this kind in which onr efforts 
to be civil nearly enst us our life. Our wor- 
thy hostess had succeeded in heaping on our 
plate amotley mixture of meat, vegetables, 
and sauce of such prodigious dimensions, that 
we fear to name them, lest we should be sus- 
pected of exaggeration. We may, however, 
mention,that we could not feed from its sum- 
mit, without arising from our chair, and to at- 
tack the flanks of this artificiel mound might 
have caused the whole to topple down head- 
long and bury ts in a premature grave.— 
Thanks to the organization of the societies for 
the suppresion of vice, these enormities are 
now rarely perpetrated. The Turkish prac- 

- tices offers few of the inconveniences; for, 
provided one merely tastes a dish it is suffi- 
cient, but many of them were so c-.quisite, 
that we should have been pleased with an op- 

rtunity of discussing them as a whole meal. 
They were all new to us, and many of them 
exceedingly savory,—one in particular seemed 
worthy of a brevet d’importation into our 
hemisphere. Jt appears in the shape of an 
immense custard,and owes its peculiar excel- 
lent flavor to the presence of the breasts of 
very young chickens, which are by some 
means so intimately blended and incorporated 
with the custard as to be scarcely distinguish- 
able. ht is certainly an exquisite dish, and 
worthy of being classed with that French sauce 
which is said to be so palatable,that a person 
might be tempted with it to eat his own grand- 
father. We rejected, as unworthy of credit, 
the suggestion of one of our American freinds 
near us, who. hinted that he knew how to 
make this dish in a very compendious way ; 
as only the breasts of very young chickens are 
emp'ayed;he proposed to prepare the custard 
by using thickens in the shell. 

After the appearance and removal of at 
least forty dishes, and the Champagne and 
Margaux had freely circulated, we were fa- 
- vored with a visit from a Turkish dignitary, 
who dropped in very unceremoniously, and 
entered with great freedom into the festivals 

_ -Of the evening. He was.an intimate friend 
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e toasts, and accordingly commenced, as 
in duty bound, with the health of the sultan. 
This was received at first with a stare of sur- 
prise, but was quickly followed by loud ap- 
plause. ‘The sultan ts such a sacred topic a- 
mong his subjects, that we anticipated a_sol- 
emn silence, but our new friends offered to 
appreciate our motives, and accordingly loud 
and enthusiastic affairims ! (bravo’s) resound- 
ed through the hall. Actuated by the: warm 
feelings of the moment many of them laid ae 
side their conscientious scruples, and joined 
in the toasts with great glee. We do not mean 
positively to affirm, that they joined as in dis- 
cussing the Lafitte and Margaux,for they had 
a substitute which is allowable, on some oc- 
casions, for the stomach’s sake. Unluekily 
for the reputation of Mohammed asa prophet 
he was not gifted with sufficient foresight to 
warn his followers against the appearance of 
a liquid which might frustrate his wise and 
benevolent intentions. Accordingly we find 
that rakee, a delicate and seductive variety of 
the great alcoholic family is not always regard- 
ed by a Turkish gentleman with the same pi- 
ous horror with which he views a glass of| 
generous wine ; and,upon this occasion some 
of them used it with water to do honor to the 
toast. Our entertainer, a distinguished naval 
officer, who had visited foreign countries, and 
was in many respects a man of the world,de- 
clined quietly, and without the least affec- 
tation, our profane wishes to induce him to 
pledge us in any thing but pure water. 
But what shall we say of the conversation, 
the table-talk among a people so habitually 
grave and taciturn as the Turks. Religion 
is never discussed in mixed society, politics 
they leave to the Padir Shah, who is empha- 
tically ‘the party’ in ‘Turkey, which all are 
interested in maiutaining. ‘These simple souls 
never dreamed of the discovery made in mo- 
dern times, among the freest governments by 
which nearly one half of the community are 
excluded from all offices and honors on the 
score of their belonging to another party.— 
From their retired modes of living, scandal 
has no existence, and we are informed that 
they have not even a name for it in the lan- 
guage. ‘The conversation turned upon man- 
ners and customs of our respective countries ; 
and it appeared to be a mark of breeding to 
avoid inquiries concerning our religion, gov- 
ernment, or women. 
We had been much diverted by the intro- 
duction of several quaint proverbs, and as 
they are usually considered as the condensed 
wisdom of a nation,we afterward made a large 
collection, of which the following may serve 
as specimens :— 
A little stone can make a great bruise. 
In a cart drawn by oxen you may catch a 
hare. : 
A foolish friend does more harm than a 
wise enemy. 
It is not by saying honey! honey ! that 
sweets come to the mouth. 
He who expects a friend without faults,will 
never find one.

paniment of violins, small lutes,and a tambou- 
rine, and this was continued at intervals dur- 
ing the evening. [t is however, a mistake to 
suppose that the ‘Turkish music is deficient in 
tones or time or that it wants intonations. An 
amateur assured me-that it was even richer 
than European music in semitones and me- 
lody. ‘To judge by the specimens we had this 
evening,we should be disposed to characterize 
Turkish music as soft and harmonious, some- 
what monotonous, and strongly marked by 
mannerism. ‘The old Scotch air of Roslin 
Castle, played in quicker time and without 
pauses or rests, will convey a tolerable idea 
of the general character of Turkish music.— 
A lad of fourteen accompanied the instru- 
ments with words which, we were informed, 
were loose verses. We asked for a patriotic, 
or what we call a national soug, but was in- 
formed that none of this kind are extant in 
Turkey. 

A person who has been seven vears in their 
service, but whose naime for obvious reasons 
we cannot quote, stated to us that the feeling 
of patriotism, and of course its name, are e- 
qually unknown to the ‘lurks. This, how- 
ever, we are not disposed to credit, although 
it may not possibly exist in the sense in which 
the word is used among us. ‘They substitute 
for it the common bond of religicn, which 
leads every ‘Turk to stand or fall by his bro- 
ther for the honor and glory of their Sultan, 
the living representative of their prophet. It 
has likewise been asserted that the word honor 
is unknown among the Turks, but this is un- 
founded. The words irz, nahmooz, schaan, 
&c. all express different modifications of our 
word honor. ‘These pretended discoveries, 
always be it noted, made by foreigners knaw- 
ing lutle of the language, reminds one of the
